BSA members expand 
Board of Directors 


At the BSA’s annual membership meeting 
at Build Boston in November, the member- 
ship voted overwhelmingly to support a 
proposed amendment to the BSA by-laws 
that opens up one elected seat on the 
Board of Directors to someone other than 
an AIA or Associate Member of the BSA. 
Specifically, the by-law amendment 
(recommended by the BSA Nominating 
Committee and unanimously endorsed by 
the Board of Directors), is designed to allow 
the membership to elect to the Board 
someone with special expertise who may 
not be an architect and, indeed, may not be 
part of the building industry at all. 


“For the past 10 years, " noted BSA 
President Elizabeth Ericson AIA, “the BSA 
has expanded its reach radically with our 
Affiliate Membership Program, our extraor- 
dinary public programming, our outreach to 
new constituencies, and our general belief 
that the best association is, in many ways, 
the association that reaches deepest into 
the population at large for its allies.” Ericson 
noted that the by-law change was the next 
logical step in the BSA's attempt to more 
fully integrate the architectural profession in 
the civic, economic, and political life of the 
community. . . and to strengthen the 
profession by ensuring new Board-level 
expertise not traditionally available.

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BSA members reduce 
budget again for 1993 


At the BSA’s 125th annual business 
meeting in November, BSA members 
voted to adopt a Board-recommended 
budget of $1.17 million, which represents a 
12% decrease in the operating budget 
from last year. The new budget includes 
no special dues increase but does 
maintain the nominal 5% increase included 
annually in the budget. (Members’ dues 
cover 52% of BSA costs; the balance is 
generated through income-producing 
programs and other sources.) 


BSA Vice-President Ed Tsoi AIA, in 
describing the budget approved by BSA 
members, noted that the primary goal in 
budgeting for 1993 was the continued 
reduction of BSA operating costs, including 
Staff costs, and the maintenance of critical 
member’ services. 


The Architects Building and the enormous 
financial weight of the building mortgages 
was not as central an issue as it was last 
year at this time. Outgoing BSA President 
David Lee FAIA noted that the successful 
re-negotiation of the mortgages had 
benefited the BSA and the profession 
enormously. 


Lee and Tsoi noted that the Board was 
pleased to keep BSA staff costs at only 
18% of total BSA expenses, a percentage 
that is the lowest in the nation once again. 
Copies of the FY1993 budget were 
distributed at the annual meeting; addi- 
tional copies are available form the BSA 
(call 617-951-1433x232).

Exhibit your work, get 
more work: a new 
marketing idea 


At the BSA’s annual planning retreat last 
Fall, several of the members participating 
in the retreat urged the BSA staff to 
develop a list of tradeshows and exposi- 
tions in the U.S. that architects might find 
useful as marketing vehicles. Such trade 
shows are those that attract developers, 
institutional clients, public redevelopment 
officials, and a large variety of other types 
of prospective users of architectural 
services. These shows provide an opportu- 
nity for architects and architecture firms to 
buy exhibit space and to sell design 
services to a large number of people all at 
once; the theory of tradeshows in general 
is that the cost-effectiveness of reaching 
many prospects in a short period of time 
makes these vehicles worthwhile. (This is 
the reason, of course, Build Boston is such 
a success for those vendors seeking to sell 
products and services to architects.) 


The BSA has the beginnings of such a list

Jobs for architects: 
the economic recovery is 
increasingly evident 


To help provide members with a larger 
sense of the job market in the U.S., the 
BSA has just completed its third annual 
survey of AIA chapters in all 50 states to 
get a sense of the varying job markets in 
this country. The BSA survey was com- 
pleted in November and, as we go to 
press, 64 responses to the survey have 
been received from all parts of the nation. 


The news is far better than it was last year 
at this time. Fifteen AIA chapters report 
that their members are enjoying an 
economy that is “purring along o.k.” this is 
a remarkable change from last year when 
no AIA chapter had good news to report. 
The 15 regions that report this relatively 
good news are Tennessee, Minnesota, 


Nebraska, South Dakota, Utah, Central 
and Eastern Oklahoma, Southern New 
Mexico, Arizona, lowa, Montana, and the 
urban centers of Spokane, Las Vegas, San 
Antonio, and Pittsburgh. 


There is a cautionary note here however: 
none of these regions, when asked, 
suggested that architects from other parts 
of the country should come seeking work. 
Even these 15 optimists urged architects 
to call the local AIA chapter before packing 
up and moving; the local economies may 
be getting stronger but most are evidently 
not yet strong enough to absorb architects 
from elsewhere. Among those AIA 
chapters that suggested that it might be 
worth calling for information on the local 
job markets are Hawaii, Long Island, 
Chicago, San Antonio, Central Oklahoma, 
Montana, and Minnesota. 


No region in the country reported a 
building boom and 48 of the 64 respon- 
dents reported that their economies were 
either flat or in a “down cycle” (three even 
described their economies as “busted”). 


Another positive note is that only two of the 
64 respondents believed that their econo- 
mies would get worse. Nine predicted 
stronger economies in the near future; 50 
of the respondents predicted that things 
would not change much in the near term. 


One of the survey questions asked 
respondents to identify “hot markets” with 
which they were familiar. There was no 
consistent response to this question; 
rather, responses ranged from Las Vegas 
to Phoenix to Tokyo to Hong Kong to 
Mars. 


The overwhelmingly negative or pessimis- 
tic assessments that emerged from last 
year’s survey clearly has dissipated. The 
news this year is relatively good.

* Know how your personal contact fits with 
in the client organization and how to make 
that person look good. 


Begin the relationship by establishing a 
team approach.

* Monitor and review these relationships 
continually. Remember: things change! 


* Centralize client files for team-wide 
access and include personal information 
such as Client likes/dislikes, birthdays, 
hobbies, industry conventions dates, etc.

Firms’ “free-lancer” 
dilemma solved by CFA 


During the past year, the ChapterLetter 
has carried several reports by construction 
lawyers and by Consulting For Architects 
President David McFadden on the serious 
dilemma design firms face in the use of 
“free-lancers” as consultants instead of 
salaried employees. While seeking to alert 
the AIA to the problem nationally and to 
convince Congress and the New York and 
Massachusetts legislatures of the impor- 
tance of the free-lance market to the 
building industry, McFadden also has re- 
structured his placement service to 
respond to the needs of design firms. 


Specifically, McFadden announced several 
months ago that Consulting For Architects 
(CFA) would assume the responsibility of 
hiring free-lancers as CFA employees who 
then could be used by design firms under 
contract with CFA. This solution responds 
to the needs of the design industry and, 
although CFA now must shoulder the 
responsibilities of “employer,” McFadden 
notes that “CFA's obligation is to our 
clients and our clients are BSA member 
firms and individual architects who are 
BSA members.” McFadden noted that if 
this leap by CFA to remove the legal and 
economic burdens surrounding the 
necessity of the free-lance culture in the 
industry, “then we have served our 
clientele well.” 


Throughout this edition of the ChapterLet- 
ter, CFA’s solution to the free-lance 
problem and other alternatives available 
through CFA are noted as “options” 1, 2, 3, 
or 4.

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Chess design competition 
winners announced 


Children’s chairs shaped like clowns, forts, 
and rocking-horses won the Giant Chess 
Set Sketch Design Competition sponsored 
by the BSA and the Games Project last 
year. Clever assemblies of standard 
plumbing and ventilation parts tied for 
second place in this competition to design 
outsized chess pieces for public use. 


Jude LeBlanc of the University of Virginia 
School of Architecture created a book of 
elegant drawings, plans, and whimsy to win 
the competition’s highest award in a 
unanimous jury decision. in LeBlanc’s 
design, the chairs (pieces) and checkered 
stools (pawns) serve as a stage-set for kids 
to sit, climb, rock, and play in a human 
chess game. 


John Tagiura, a public artist in Cambridge, 
won his award with sheet-metal ducts and 
vents. With a tinman’s touch, Tagiura’s 
pictures and plans were bound to a 
galvanized steel plate. 


Dinah Bervin Kerksieck, an lowa State 
University Architecture student, won an 
award for her plumber’s chess set of plastic 
pipe and plumbing gizmos standing on toilet 
flanges and plungers.

The photo above suggests the wonder of 
the competition entries displayed in Copley 
Square last June with the help of Kennedy 
& Rossi, P&D Contractors, and all the other 
building industry allies who supported this 
project and were acknowledged in earlier 
issues of the ChapterLetter. 


This national competition, administered by 
the BSA as part of the national AIA Conven- 
tion in Boston last summer, called for chess 
sets to be practical, cheap, and easily 
produced, as well as safe, durable, and 
appealing to kids and grownups alike. 
Designers were asked to sketch the six 
basic chess pieces and to specify materials, 
cost, and construction methods. The 
competition's ultimate goal was to help 
youth programs build giant chess sets for 
recreational use.

New “limitation of 
liability” guide available 


“Limitation of liability: A Handbook for 
Consulting Engineers, Environmental 
Consultants, Architects, Landscape 
Architects, and Other Design and Techni- 
cal Consultants” is the title of a new, 
comprehensive “how to” guide that 
examines the technical aspects of limita- 
tion of liability provisions such as legality, 
the crafting of contract language, and the 
business implications of the contracting 
concept. 


Published by ASFE(The Association of 
Engineering Firms Practicing in the 
Geosciences), this one-of-a-kind guide 
includes an overview of risk management 
and risk allocation, closer client evaluation, 
“service scope expansion,” prevention of 
frivolous claims, insurance premiums 
savings, and the fundamental concept of 
limiting a design professional's liability for 
negligence or other problems, such as 
breach of contract, to a fixed amount or the 
fee, whichever is higher.

BSA Guide to Consultants 
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New law may increase liability 


for construction injuries 


On June 12, 1992, a new law went into 
effect in Massachusetts that makes the 
party who obtains a building permit liable 
to any worker or other person injured as a 
result of an unsafe worksite or failure to 
comply with any code or regulation 
applicable to construction sites. Massachu- 
setts General Laws Chapter 143, Section 
51, was amended to add this: 


Any person who obtains a building permit 
pursuant to the state building code to erect, 
construct, or demolish a building or structure 
shall be liable to any worker or other person for 
all injuries and damages that result from a 
failure to provide a safe workplace or caused by 
a violation of the state building code or other 
codes, by-laws, rules and regulations applicable 
to the construction site. . . This act shall be 
applicable to causes of action arising on or after 
November first, nineteen hundred and eighty- 
eight. 


It is not yet clear what is meant by the 
phrase “... any person who obtains a 
building permit pursuant to the state 
building code. . .” Section 113.3 of the 
state building code requires that all 
applications for a building permit “shall be 
made by the owner of the building’; 
therefore, it appears to be the owner who 
obtains the building permit for purposes of 
this new statute. 


What should be clear is that, to be safe 
and to avoid the possiblity of being 
burdened with the liability created by this 
new statutory language, architects should 
be circumspect and should neither apply 
for nor physically pick up the building 
permit from the building inspector. 


Contractors, however, typically “secure 
and pay for the building permit” in the 
words of Subparagraph 3.7.1 of the current 
edition of AIA Document A201, General 
Conditions of the Contract for Construc- 
tion. Does the contractor who complies 
with this provision of the general condi- 
tions, or who physically receives the 
building permit from the building inspector, 
obtain the building permit for the purposes 
of this new statute? 


This new statutory language has an 
interesting history. Section 51, which the 
new statutory language amends, provides 
that owners or others “being the party in 
control” of certain buildings prescribed in 
the statute are liable for injuries sustained 
by any person as a result of violations of 
the state building code. The assumption 
generally has been that Section 51 applied 


to the owner's obligations with respect to a 
building's maintenance, operation, and 
repair. 


In January of this year, the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court concluded in St. 
Germaine v. Pendergast, 411 Mass. 615, 
that a home under construction did not 
constitute a building for purposes of 
Section 51 and that the owner could not 
therefore be liable under that section for 
injuries sustained by a worker when the 
wall he and others were framing collapsed 
on him. 


The injured worker's attorney then crafted, 
a sympathetic legislator sponsored, and a 
presumably unsuspecting legislature and 
governor adopted this change to Section 
51. Not coincidentally, the language of the 
statute was carefully drafted to permit the 
injured worker to sue the homeowner 
under Section 51, as amended. 


While clearly intended to benefit a specific 
individual under a specific set of facts, the 
new statutory language, when combined 
with Section 113.3 of the state building 
code, may have the unintended conse- 
quences of holding every owner, regard- 
less of the degree of culpability, directly 
liable to workers or others injured under 
the conditions described. Presumably, this 
would include OSHA violations as well. 


Owners should review their insurance 
policies to ensure they have adequate 
coverage to protect themselves against 
such liability. Homeowners, especially, 
may wish to review their coverage. Most 
homeowner policies provide $100,000 to 
300,000 limits of coverage. Umbrella or 
excess liability policies that can substan- 
tially raise those limits should perhaps be 
considered.

Starting (and financing) 
a new firm: a few tips 


The following is excerpted with permission 
from “How principals are attacking 
problems with the bottom line,” an article in 
the November 1992 issue of Principal's 
Report. These tips come from Mimi 
Howard, founder of an 18-month-old, 10- 
employee design firm. 


* How to establish a line of credit at a 
bank. “I've had to learn what bankers look 
for. One thing is our current assets divided 
by current debt. Banks also look at our 
cash position — they like us to have at least 
30% as much cash as we have debt.” 


* Controlling the age of accounts receiv- 


able. “Our goal is a maximum of 45 days; 
it's now 47. One key is not to wait until the 
end of the month.” 


* Get a retainer up-front on each new 


project. 


* Keep your work in process as close to 
zero as possible. That is, invoice frequently 


and do it the day a given chunk of work is 
completed. 


*K rack of r | f_work. .. 
Identify a number [of weeks or months of 
backlog] that is appropriate for your firm 
and track the actual number each month. 


« Track your monthly reven r 

mpl . At Howard's firm the goal is 
$11,000 to $15,000 per month per 
employee. [Her firm] does hazardous 
waste remediation studies and design so it 
has few drafters, technicians, and other 
lower-paid employees. Thus its figures are 
above the deign-firm average that, 
according to PSM, is in the range of 
$5,000 to $8,000 per employee-month.

‘Notwithstanding the support of the federal 
government, the slab method of prefabri- 
cation that has been so successful in 
building inexpensive housing abroad has 
not become popular in the United States. 
This failure is due mainly to two quirks of 


On one hand, both the 
architects and the presumed occupants of 
such housing consistently have rebelled 
against the ‘standardization’ and ‘mo- 
notony’ of their appearance, even though 
the dimensions, space distribution, and 
composition of such houses can be varied 
so widely that prefabricated-slab buildings 
are often less monotonous than are 
enormous low-income housing develop- 
ments. The incredible construction by the 
prefabricated-slab method — in record time 
— of entire suburbs in Bucharest, housing 
200,000 to 300,000 people, proves this, as 
do similar buildings in the [former] Soviet 
Union. On the other hand, part of the 
economic advantages achieved by the 
incorporation of the mechanical systems in 
the slab has been lost in the United States 
because the construction trade unions 
refuse to allow it. They are fearful of losing 
lucrative positions for their workers to 
easily trained, unspecialized labor. Thus, 
some deeply rooted ideas, difficult to 
eradicate because not entirely logical, 
have limited the applications of these 
modern methods of housing construction 
in the United States. . . Lest it should be 
felt that Americans are alone in this 
prejudice, it might be instructive to note 
that in the city of Milan families on welfare 
refuse to occupy apartments in concrete- 
slab buildings. They ‘could not stand living 
in and looking at buildings that had all 
identical windows.’ . . . One of the great 
challenges of architecture todays is to join 
technological and economic requirements 
in innovative and winning designs.” —

Letters 


A recent ChapterLetter article [November/ 
December 1992] reported the OSHA Commis- 
sion decision that affirmed that Simpson, 
Gumpertz & Heger (SGH), the Boston engineer- 
ing firm, was not liable for a violation of OSHA 
standards that occurred on a project in which a 
contractor alleged that SGH had provided “bad 
advice” to the contractor in response to a 
telephone call. While that decision is good news 
for design professionals, recent statements by 
an OSHA representative states that the issue is 
far from closed from OSHA's standpoint. Dr. 
Charles Culver, Director of the Office of 
Construction and Engineering for OSHA, spoke 
at a program sponsored by the American Bar 
Association in late October. Culver discussed 
the recent SGH decision and noted that SGH 
was found not subject to the OSHA regulations 
because SGH was not “engaged in construc- 
tion.” Culver went on to state, however, that 
OSHA will continue to investigate activities of 
design firms and issue sanctions to such firms 
when they are found to have “actual and direct 
responsibility” for conditions that violate OSHA 
standards or when design firms “substantially 
supervise” construction activities. 


The import of Culver’s comments is that design 
professionals must continue to be vigilant 
against accepting any site construction 
supervision responsibility by ensuring that their 
contracts disclaim any responsibility for 
construction (the AIA documents already do 
this) and by counselling employees to avoid 
actions that could be construed as “supervision.”
